Charles. is the chief Buddhist 
monk of Tibet and rules an ares 
of some half a. million square 

There are no railways, no 
roads and no moter cars in his 
domain. ‘It is «land of mountain, 

desertf and untridged rivers; a 
land #f now and ice and bliz- 
zards. 

The lost 10 days of the second 
Tibetan Afonth, corresponding 
with the early part of April, are 
taken up by a festival known as’ 
the Tsoncho or * The Offerings of 
the Assembly.” One of the rites 
of this festivalis a erapshooting 
contest between the Dalai Lama 
andthe devil. If the devil wins, 
evil will triumph during the next 
year and the people of Tibet will 
suffer. 

Shculd the Dalai‘Lama load bis 
dice, howéver,and win the match, 
the year will be.one of bounty’ 
asd happiness for his Subjects. 


‘The devil's delegate in the match 


is the Serpent King, who wears 
a long coat of white goatskin 
anda long peaked hat and car- 
ties in his right hand the hlack 
tail of a yak. His ‘ace, white on 
one side and bleck on the other, 
shows that he is a doublefaced 
rogue full of deceit. 

“Whether he wins or loases the 
Serpent King,: after 
throwing, which takes place at 
the entrance'of ‘the temple “in 
Chanchupling 30 miles’ from 
Lhasa, the capital, becomes the 
scapegcat of the country. He is 
driven from the city aod bears 
the evil with him. He alsotakes 
with jt a good deal of money, for 
the Tibetan Government not only 
gives him presents, but many 
persons make him offerings on 
the understanding that he takes 
his or her troubles. out of town.—

At.the moment it looks as if 
the military. lands question were 
held up. In Sir John Oskley’s 
award there is a proviso that 
the terms he sets forth must 
either ha rejected or, accepted 
within four-months of the date 
thereof. That period expired on 
Sunday last, but, from what we 
have been able to gather, this 
fact is not likely to, mean an end 
ofthe whole business, forin the 
meantime the Imperial author- 
ities have been approached with 
a request that’ this particular 
proviso be not enforced —in other 
words, that the period for con- 
sideration be extended so as to 
give Unofficial members of the 
Council and the public generally’ 
time to study the matter with 
care before « final” decision is 
reached. That fact explains why

For ourselves, we do not know 
that much, if anything, is to be 
gained by postponing decision on 
this matter. As we understand 
the position, there can be no 
question of, varying the award— 
it must either be accepted or 
turned down. True, there is’ e 
very big sum of’ money involved. 
but that does: not -alter the 
“Take i+ or’ leave ,it) aspect 
of the arbitrator's award. The 
trouble is that, although in the 
opinion of some, the transfer of

The Matter of “Sport.” 
To the lover of clean sport, the 
strongest appeal of the ancient 
Olympic games was that there 
were no money prizes. Victo' 
received only the glory of win 
ning, and a wreath from the 
sacred olive’tree near Olympia. 
That was genuine sport. The 
différence in the modern tread is 
best realised when one hears of 
prize-fighters. refusing to enter 
the ‘ring unless they be given en- 
ormous financial.’ ‘guarantees. 
Originally the Olympic games 
were local, but later they brought 
together in temporary reunion 
the) scattered fragments of the 
old Greek empire. ' Similarly, the 
modern contests, now inter- 
national, should do a 
bring the . world's 0 
closer together, in sporting 
goodfellowship, but unfortunately 
past experience has shorn "that 
often enough bad feeling is gener- 
ated by the sybordiaation ofthe 
sport for sport’st sake te the baser 
side of rivalry. Yet there is still 
a big element of real friendly 
tivelry amongst the competitors, 
so the sowing of the seéds ofa 
better understanding should not 
be impossible. ”
